New York, November 12.—(Special.)—

Five presidents ot national banks, who 
are regarded as the leaders of the bank 
presidents in New York city, met in the 
office of Henry W. Cannon, president of the 
Chase National bank, late today..

At the present time the net balance in 
the ‘treasury is $20,000,000 greater than it 
was in February last. The gold reserve 
is nearly $4,000,000 less now than on Febru- 
ary ist. The absence of Assistant Sec- 
retary Curtis in New York at this time, 
in the opinion of the treasury . officials, 
lends color to the positive New York 
Statements that a bond issue will be made 
shortly. At the same time, the matter, as 
far as the treasury officials. go, is one of 
inference and not of knowiedge. They 
say that if bonds are to be issued any 
time within the next two months now is 
the time, ‘as-when congress Convenes a res- 
Olution, of which there are now several 


on the calendar, might be called up and 


passed inhibiting the secretary of the 


. treasury from such a step. No doubt seems 


to be entertained of this purpose on the 
part of congress. The statement published 
in New York on Saturday as follows has 
attracted widespread attention: 

“Yesterday Mr. Stewart and one or two 
of his associates, bank presidents, re- 
ceived. a copy of thé proposed circular and 
last night the draft was returned to Wash- 
ington with their approval.“ 

This is emphatically denied at the _ treas- 
ury, but from the same sources denials are 
made of a bond issue at all. Figures ob- 
tained at the treasury giving the public 
debt of the United States are interesting 
at this.time, in view of the proposed pos- 
sibility of further increasing the debt by a 
bond issue. On February 1, 1894, the pub- 
lic debt of the United States stood at 
$965,142,000. less cash in the treasury, $84,- 

In the March statement the proceeds of 
the new bond issue first appeared. Debt, 
April ist, -$1,016,398,000; less cash in the 
treasury, $133,950,000. Debt November ist, 
$1,018,667,000; less Cash in the treasury, $107,- 
000,000. Or, in other words, the public debt 
of the United States, less cash in the 
treasury, has increased from ee 1, 
1894, to November 1, 1894, $81, 000,009, 


IN DOUBT NO LONGER.

New York, November -12.—The official re- 
turns of the vote cast’ for assemblymen 
in the ninth district, where the police ng- 
ures made it a tie vote between John F. 
McDermott, the democratic candidate, and 
Willlam C. Baxter, republican, were -can- 
vassed at the bureau of elections this af- 
ternoon. The result shows that the police 
figures were wrong and that McDermott 
has been elected by 100 inajority. 

The result of the election for alderman 
in the thirteenth assembly district, about 
which there has been so much doubt, was 
finally settled today. When the returns 
were compiled at police headquartérs last 
week E. H. Cushman, the republican, had 
a majority over F. J. Goodwin, deinocrat, 
with the vote in one election aistrict miss- 
ing.

WR CLEVELAND MAKES A SPEECH 


He Con’esses an Henorable Pride in W hat- 
ever He May Have Done to Help 
American Shipbuilding. 


Philadelphia, Pa., November 12.—The first 
of the two ateamships built in this country 
for the International Navigation Company 
was launched this afterneon from the 
Cramp’s shipyard in the presence of Pres- 
ident Cleveland. members of the cabinet 
and a large throng of people. Mrs. Cleve- 
land stood sponsor for the vessel, and 
christened it the “St. Louis,” after the me- 
tropolis of Missouri. 

At 12:10 o'clock the special train having 
President, Mrs. Cleveland and their party 
aboard, steamed slowly up to the shipyard 
gate. Clement A. Griscom, president of the 
International Navigation Company, and 
Charles H. Cramp, president of the Cramp 
Ship Building Company, had boarded the 
presidential special before it arrived at the 
yard, and they were the first to alight. 
Henry W. Cramp, secretary of the company, 
and a number of others were in waiting 
and they stepped forward and raised their 
hats as Mr. Cleveland, followed Mr. Gris- 
com and Mr. Cramp from the car. Mrs. 
Cleveland followed the ‘president and took 
Mr. Griscom’s arm and Mr. Cleveland walk- 
ed beside Mr. Cramp. The other members 
of the presidential party speedily alighted 
from the cars and for a few moments salu- 
tations and introductions took place. Mr. 
H. W. Cramp presented Mrs. Cleveland and 


the other ladies of the party with a ‘bunch | 


of flowers, and then the party walked into 
the yard and up the incline to the stand. 
Right under the keel a small platform 
had been railed off, and in this Mrs. Cleve- 
land, the president, Mr. Griscom and Mr. 
Cramp took their stand. After the christen- 
ing party had entered the yard the gates 
were thrown open and the waiting crowd 
thrcnged in. There was a rush to find points 
of vantage from which to view the launch 
and the ends of the piers adjoining the 
place, where the steamship stood, were soon 
black with people.

The Finder of a Purse Convicted of 
Larceny. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 12.—(Special.)— 
A trial which has attracted much atten- 
tion in two states has ended at White- 
ville, N. C., in the conviction of George 
Arkel, a prominent citizen of Wheeling, 
W. Va. The case was a strange one. } 
Nearly two years ago J. B. Harrelson, the 
treasurer of Columbus county, North Caro- 
lina, lost -his pocketbook on a train near 
Wilmington. 

Arkel and wife were on the train. She 
showed. him the book lying on the floor. 
He picked it up and found it contained $140 
in money, a check for $360, $2,500 in certifi- 
cates of deposit and a railway pass in 
Harrelson’s name.

The Theatrical Manager Passes Away. 
He Was a Gallant Soldier.

Colonel McCall was darm in Scotland an 
1845. He was, therefore, . forty*nine — 
ef age.

At the E 
ot sixteen he efilisted: in the ranks ot the 
confederate army and rapidly rode to the 
position of colonel in Generai Mahone’s. di- 
viston. He was a brave soldier and bore 
the mark of a a ite saber. wound till 
his death. 

„He was a member of the Virginia legie- 
lature in 1873 and was in the assembly hall 
at the time the fatal collapse of the gal- 
lery occurred when so. many lives were 
Ic#t, and he was instrumental in saving 
the life of Senator John Daniel, who was 
caught in the ruins. 

Colonel McCall left Virginia m 1879: and 
went to Baltimore, where, for a few months, 
he practiced law, with General Bradi¢y 
Johnston as a partner. He then embarked 
in the theatrical business, in which he be 
came so eminently successful. He was the 
pioneer of comic opera in America and 
probably no man ever introduced more ope- 
ra and brought out more stars than did 
Colonel McUCail. Lillian, Russell, Marion 
Manola, De Wolf, Hopper, Francis Wilson, 
Digby Bell, Perugini, Oudin, Harry Mac- 
Donough and a host of others were proteges 
of his.

Details of Capture of Talicn-Wan. 
London, November 13.—The correspondent 
of the Central News at Tokio gives the 
following additional details of the capture

“Six forts placed in strong positions on 
Talien-Wan bay, mounting eighty guns of 
various sizes and patterns, together with 
all the stores of ammunition, etc., were 
captured. The narrowest part of the land 
at Talien-Wan is seven miles wide. This 
strip of land was filled with a network of 
telephones aud other advanced systems of 
commune tion and the place was protected 
‘by powerfully arranged batteries and other 
aefenses against a sea attack. General 
Oyama, therefore, considered it advisabie 
to make an unexpected attack from the 
rear, and in this he was completely suc- 
cessful.

It is understood, however, 
that none of these gentlemen, except possi- 
bly Alderman Harris, will be candidates 
for re-election in December. Alderman Car- 
ling is the present chairman of council. 

Aldermen Dinkler, Harris, Collins and 
Carling belong to one municipal faction, and 
Aldermen Riley and Howes are members 
of another faction. Of the six aldermen 
whose. term of office does not expire next 
December Van, Hurley, Altmayer, Hill and 
Sprey belong to the faction of which Dink- 
ler, Harris, Collins and Carling are mem- 
bers, and Alderman Findlay is the sole rep- 
resentative of the faction to which the re- 
tiring Aldermen Riley and Howes belong. 
Therefore, if this latter faction would have 
a majority in the new council it must elect 
all six of the aldermen to be chosen in 
December, whereas, the other faction neec 
elect only two aldermen. 

The aldermanic election may contain but 
little excitement if the people do not mani- 
fest more interest in registration than is at 
present shown. Only seven more days re- 
main in which persons oan register in order 
to be eligible to vote and not over two 
hundred have registered so far.

Then he was a kind of 
bully and had things his own way. 
different now. He has rules for his govern- 
ment and unless he will observe them 
there should be no place for him on the 
force.”’

In a little house on Winsor street about 

dark yesterday afternoon,a child six years 
old was horribly burned and but for the 
brave act of its mother would have met an 
awful fate. 
With several other children it had been 
left at home and was in the rear room of 
the house. Lucy Simmons, its mother, a col- 
ored woman, was at the house just above 
and had been absent only five minutes 
when the accident occurred. 

In the room where the children were 
playing was a large wood fire. Before this 
they were gathered and in some way the 
child, six years old, fell forward into the 
fire place. Immediately her clothes were ig- 
nited and the flames spread over her whole 
body. Quick as possible the child rushed 
towards the open door. The other children 
tried to stop her but frantic with pain she 
ran into the street screaming loudly. 

Its mother, who was in the next house, 
heard the crying. and ran out to see her 
child fall at the gate. 

The lower part of the body had been 
burned almost to a crisp, but some of the 
child's clothing yet remained and the blaze 
was eating its way into the flesh. Realizing 
the situation at once the mother with won- 
derful heroism unloosed her skirt and wrap- 
ped it around the burning body of the child. 
Her clothes also caught, but the blaze was 
quickly extinguished. In the arms of its 
mother the child barely alive was carried 
into the house. Dr, Speer was sent for and 
dressed the burns. He said that it was 
impossible to tell just what the result would 
be, but that 4he chances were against the 
child recovering. 

“I was just getting ready to come home,“ 
said the woman last night, and I heard 
the screams when I ran out and saw my 
little girl burning up. I didn’t know what 
to do at first but I had heard that if you 
wrapped anything about any body when 
they catch fire that it will save them. That 
is why I took: off my dress.”’ 


A MIDNIGHT BLAZE. 


Six Dwelling Houses Burned Early 
This Morning. 

Six dwelling houses were burned to the 
ground this morning about half-past 2 
o' lock. 

The fire started in the residence of Mr. 
Tom Minor an the corner of Magnolia and 
Maple street™. Nos. 265, 267, 269, 270 and 271 
on that street and a dwelling on Maple 
street were destroyed. 

‘The fire in Minor’s house was the second 
one of the night, an alarm having been 
turned in from box 57 about 9 o'clock. The 
blage was soon extinguished by the fire de- 
partment, it not having gained any head- 
way: Mr. Minor and his wife were not 
at home when the first fire was discover- 
ed,. they being on a visit to Minor’s mother- 
in-law, Mrs, Hull, who resides near by.

Murphy lived at 271 Magnolia 
street and lost most of her household goods. 
She had some insurance, the amount of 
which could not be learned. A Mrs. Linch 
owned two of the other houses, which were 
occupied by Mrs. Carr and Mr. Batchellor. 
Mr. Dennis occupied the fifth house and 
lost all he had without any insurance. 

Tom Minor, in whose house the fire 
started, had $600 insurance and says his 
loss will be $1,000. He had recently moved 
in the house and says his furniture was 
all new. He and his wife were asleep, and 
he says they were aroused by the flames, 
his ‘bed being on fire when he awoke. He 
thought the fire started from a grate in his 
bedroom, 

The location of the fire is known as 
Towns Hill and is about 200 yards from the 
old Lynch rock quarry and the. electric 
light plant. The total loss will probably 
reach $6,000 or $8,000. The fire was under 
control] at 3 o’clock this morning.

JUST HAMLET’S AGE 


Is 2 Youthfal Tragedian Who Snows 
Hamlet as He Was. 

He came practically unheralded and alto- 
gether unknown. A youth of twenty-two, à 
youth of high purpose and full of the fire 
and energy that are the natural a¢compani- 
ments of that period of life; a youth of 
real, if not altogether developed, ability. 
That he should be at the head of a dra- 
matic organization is of itself worthy of 
note; that he should essay Hamlet“ is 
perhaps not strprising; but that he could 
make a favorable impression under all the 
circumstances showed that he is made of 
the right stuff. : 

There is not much in the reception which 
is ordinarily given the legitimate’’ to in- 
spire the striver after fame in that line 
with much enthusiasm, but, last night’s 
audience was so much smaller than usual 
and seemed so thoroughly lost in the big 
theater that to have kept off utter failure 
would have been a triumph. And yet Mr. 


James Young did much more than that. He 


showed himself an intelligent and capable 
young man—one who has the earnestness 
of purpose which is the basis of all success 
in art. Of course he is crude; and, equally 
of course, there were many things in the 
performance that the critic might point out 
with captious pencil. When a man tackles 
Hamlet“ he has a large contract on his 
hands; to a boy how much larger it is. 
All of this must im fairness be considered 
in passing judgment on this youngster. He 
reads his lines with intelligence and if he 
does fail to rise to the heights of his pre- 
decessors in some of the scenes it’s only 
American fairness to say, “Give him 2 
chance,” and saying it to feel that hell 
come out all right in the end.

Cartersville, Ga., November 12, 1894.—Edi- 
tor Constitution: Now that the election is 
over and the excitement incident thereto 
has subsided, I desire to call attention to 
the real issue between Dr. W. H. Felton 
and myself. He has, as usual, dodged the 
question, and taken refuge in personal 
abuse, which any blackguard could do.

aity for the vidlation of the same, and for 
other purposes; tnat Felton then tavored 
this biil, its objects and purposes; that lat- 
er on, and during the same session of the 
legisiature, Feiton introduced a bill on the 
same line of the Olive bil, but more ex- 
treme in its provisions; that the legislature 
took a recess until the next summer, with- 
out final action on eitner of these bilis; that 
1 had been informed that during the recess 
of the legislature a certain railroad ofticial 
visited the home ofr Dr. Felton “near Car- 
tert ville; that on his return to the legisia- 
ture, and when the Olive bill was under 
consideration, Felton, contrary to the ex- 
pectations of his friends and of the triends 
of the biil, made a speech against the bill 
and volteu against it; taat wnen [elton 
made his speech against tne Olive bili he 
was asked by Murphy Candier, of DeKalb 
county, why he had changed, and his only 
reply was, that wise men sometimes 
change, but fools never do; that Felton 
had his bill pigeon-holed, and never called 
it up for action, and it was never heard ot 
any more; that during the same session of 
the legissature, when tne Bill Glenn railroad 
tax bill was put on its passage, Felton left 
the hall when the yeas and nays were call- 
ed, and dodged a vote on tnis important 
bill, which was the same as voting against 
it; that in the meantime, and during the 
recess of the legislature, Felton and his wife 
had bought farms from the Rev. Sam P.

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An Honest Ballot. 

We reproduce the following from The 
Augusta Chronicle and in doing so we 
commend every word of it to the con- 
sideration of the general assembly. 

Never has the press of Georgia been 
more unanimous on any one subject 
than it is now in its advocacy of the 
enactment of a uniform registration law, 
a strict election law and the consolida- 
tion of elections. 

Nowhere is this sentiment stronger 
than in Augusta and the earnestness 
of the press of that city in its advocacy 
of ballot reform speaks well for the 
people, and demonstrates the fact that 
they are fully abreast of the public sen- 
timent of the state in the demand for 
the correction, by the legislature, of 
the evils of our present election system. 


The Chronicle says: 


We do not believe the present session of 
the legislature could do better than to de- 
vote itself to this question of reforming 
Georgia’s election laws. If it would drop 
all other questions, not abslutely requiring 
immediate attention, and give their whole 
time to this question, and give Georgia a 
good law it would signalize itself as it 
could signalize itself in no other way. The 
people are ripe for it now. The demand 
comes up from all over the state. The hour 
is propitious. Postpone it for six or eight 
months, and the keen edge of popular de- 
sire will have worn off, and the urgency 
of public opinion will not be so strong. Let 
the legislature strike while the iron is hot, 
and let public opinion urge the legislature 
to the sticking point. 

Frequent recurrence of elections is suf- 
fered from in Richmond and other counties 
in the state and the people are eager for 
relief. A general registration law for the 
whole state is a good beginning, but it is 
not enough for this legislature to do. The 
danger is that having passed a state reg- 
istration law the public conscience will be 
eased, and before the time for holding the 
next session there will spring up a faction 
claiming that the general registration law 
will cure all defects, and urging that it be 
given a trial before taking more radical 
steps. 

The legislature would do well to appoint 
two or three special committees to take up 
this question of a reform ballot law, and 
assign a particular phase.of it to each in 
order to secure dispatch and reach the 
wisest conclusions. 

We hope that the legislature will not let 
this question of ballot reform go over to 


at this time, and they should “strike while 
the iron’s hot.“ 
In this connection The Constitution 


wishes to be understood in the refer- 
ences it has made to the recent elec- 
tion in the tenth district. That elec- 
tion illustrated in a forcible manner the 
weak points of our present election laws. 
It cast no partisan refiection, and bears 
out The Constitution’s contention that 
our miserably inadequate election laws 
do not afford the people the protection 
they have a right to expect. That both 
sides took advantage of the opportunity 
of lax legislation, no one denies. Both 
the democrats and the populists con- 
cede this. Nothing that The Constitu- 
tion has said can in anywise be constru- 
ed as having been intended as a re- 
flection upon the people of Richmond 
county. What they did was done in 
other counties in the district, and prob- 
ably in other counties in the state. They 
felt that advantage was being taken of 
them, and they proceeded to take care 
of themselves. 

There are no better people in Georgia 
than those in Augusta, and that they are 
as much in favor as anybody of genuine 
election reform is manifested in the 
earnestness with which they are now 
contending for a complete revolution in 
our election methods. The Augusta 
Chronicle is doing splendid work for the 
advancement of this great reform, and 
it expresses the sentiment of the people 
of Augusta. 

The legislature will not adjourn with- 
out passing an honest election law. It 
is going bravely to. work with that end 
in view, and The Constitution repeats 
the expression of its eonfidence that it 
will enact a law which will put Georgia 
in the front rank of the states which 
have taken advanced action to secure ab- 
solute fairness in elections. 


The Cotton Crop. 

The estimate of a crop of ten and a 
quarter millfon bales put forth the other 
day from New Orleans, has had the ef- 
fect of accelerating the downward ten- 
dency of cotton. There are many symp- 
toms going to. show that. cotton experts 
do not place any too much confidence in 
this high estimate, and there are rea- 
sons for believing that the crop will not 
be many bales in excess of that of 
1890-91, which was about nine million

on a level of, prosperity a ten-million- 
bale crop this year would just about 
meet the demand comfortably.’ The un- 
consumed surplus would not amount to 
much. But, under the present condi- 
tions, even an eight-million-bale crop 
would be in the nature of overproduc- 
tion—not because it would be too much 
for the world’s consumption, but because 
it would be more .than consumers are 
able to buy. If the demands of the 
people were regulated by their necessi- 
ties, the results would be different, but 
demand is regulated by the amount 
of money that people have to spend. 
In the matter of cotton, the takings 
of the mills are regulated by the demand 
for their goods, and when this demand 
is reduced to a minimum, as at present, 
by the inability of the people to buy, 
the demand of the mills falls far below 


the normal level. And there you are 


with your law of supply and demand, 
intricate and yet simple. 

But cotton has had another condition 
to face. Ordinarily; the inferior cotton 
of India would not be regarded as a 


competitor with the American product, 


but by causing silver to be demonetized 
in this country and in Europe, and by 


closing the mints of ‘India against it, 


without materially reducing its purchas- 
ing power among the natives of that 
country, England has so depreciated the 
market value of silver, as compared 
with gold, that she can now take three 
pence worth of that metal and buy a 
pound of Indian cotton laid down in 
Liverpool. The three pence the Indian 
producer gets for his cotton is worth 12 
cents in the payment of debts and in 
purchasing power, and consequently he 
is selling his cotton at a large profit. 
The American producer is compelled to 
meet this price in Liverpool, and he 
must consequently take three pence for 
his cotton. He sells his cotton at the 
Indian silver price, but his three pence 
will pay only 6 cents worth of debt. 
Here lies the trouble of the American 
cotton grower.

The masses of our people cannot for- 
get that they have lost heavily and are 
still losing by the demonetization of sil- 
ver. So long as their pockets continue 
to suffer from this disastrous contrac- 
tion of the currency they will keep up 
their clamor for the restoration of sil- 
ver to its proper place as a standard 
money metal. Nothing can convince the 
average citizen who has lost money for 
twenty years under the gold standard 
that such a policy is a good one.

Corporeal Punishment. 


It is us to note the increased sen- 
sitiveness of parents, and the public as 
well, with respect to corporeal punish- 
ment in the schools, We do not pre- 
tend to account for it except on the 
theory that a school teacher is now re- 
garded as a public servant, whereas, in 
the old days he was monarch of afl he 
surveyed, and, whenever he chose, cut 
quite a figure in the annals of neighbor- 
hoods and communities. 

Men of middle age can have no trou- 


ble in remembering the days when they 


were hauled up to the teacher’s desk be- 
fore the whole school, and flogged for 
the slightest infraction of school disci- 
pline. 
could leave, but those who retired with 
their books were, in a majority of in- 
stances, carried back to school by a 
stern parent and compelled to submit to 
the punishment which they had hoped 
to evade. The small boys had to stand 


ed a little, and, if they were really 
healthy and vigorous boys, were ready 
in a few hours for another dose of the 
schoolmaster’s medicine. 

Flogging was, indeed, the order .of 
the day—a thing of course. One of the 
qualifications of a schoolmaster was the 
possession of a sufficient supply ,of grit 
and nerve to enable him to preserve or- 
der among his pupils and compel them 
to respect him. We doubt if any man 
ef today, who was brought up under the 
influence of the hickory wielded by the 
old-time schoolmaster, feels that he is 
any worse off for, his experience. We 
doubt if any of them could be brought to 


admit that they were cruelly treated. 


It is true, indeed, that the old school 
system, which was the best and most 
democratic that will ever be seen again, 
developed a few tyrants among the 
schoolmasters, but these were soon 
found out and speedily got rid of. Those 
who had charge of the education of the 
youth of the country were responsible 
not only to the community or neighbor- 
hood in which they pursued their call- 
ing, but to the parents; and such re- 
straints as this dual responsibility sug- 
gests were powerful enough to keep the 
schoolmasters alive to their duties. 
But the old-time school teacher has 
disappeared, and with him the admira- 
ble system out of which graduated the 
south's greatest and most succéssful 
men in all departments of life. In place 
of that system we have adopted the 
New England scheme, with all its ma- 
chinery, and the parent now has an in-

We suppose this must be the feeling 


on which public sentiment is based. 
There is much to be said on both sides. 
We are sure that the discipline that has 


the rod behind it is healthful and not 


hurtful to the average boy. On the 
other hand, it must be admitted that 
school teachers are not what they used 
to be. We have reason to know that 
some of the ablest and most accomplish- 
ed of our teachers—men who sincerely 
love their profession—see, and feel, and 
inwardly resent the essentially narrow 
lines to which they are confined by our 
present system. But they cannot help 
themselves. If they are to pursue a 
calling which they love, and for which 
they are fitted, they must submit to be- 
come a part of the machinery of the 
system. They must be content to wipe 
out their own individuality and to aid 
in wiping out the individuality of the 
In 
other ,words, they must conform and 
compel their methods of instruction to 
conform to an inexorable system which 
makes no provision for the individuality 
of the young minds that are placed in 
their charge. 

We have no present intention of dis- 
cussing the defects of the public school 
system, some of which are inherent in 
the system itself and inseparable from 
state control. Under the old system, 
which. produced so many beneficial re- 
sults, education was as free to those 
who were unable to pay for it as it is 
now, but provision to that end was made 
by the county and not by the state. The 
schools were supported by people who 
were able to pay and the county educat- 
ed those who were unable to pay tuition. 
Judging by results—by the outcome—the 
old system was far superior to the pres- 
ent one, especially in the important mat- 
ter of fostering and shaping the individ- 
uality of each pupil, and in the nature 
of the relations between parents and 
teacher. We think our present public 
school system would bear improvement 
in the directions. which we have indicat- 
ed. Its rules are too rigid, its methods 
too empirical. 

To return to the matter in hand, we 
are of the opinion that parents are too 
sensitive in regard to the results of 
school discipline. The birch, well laid 
on, and within the bounds of justice, is 
in the nature of an education itself, and 
a wholesome administration of this sort 
has been the turning point in many a 
boy’s. career. Brutality is objectionable 
in any form, and tyranny is not to be 
tolerated even in a school teacher, but 
the moral restraints that surround a 
teacher are not likely to permit him to 
err in the direction of brutality. A boy 
who knows he will be soundly whipped 
if he persists in ignoring the discipline 
of the school is not likely to invite a 
repetition of just punishment, unless, in- 
deed, he is sure of unwise sympathy at 
home. 

Is There a Fifth Napoleon? 

4A London letter in The New York 
Press tells a sensational story about the 
late prince imperial of France and his 
alleged marriage to an English govern- 
ess before he lost his life in Africa. 

In a French country village, confined 
in an institution which is half almshouse 
and half school, there is today a youth 
who is known as Louis N. Moore. Some 
unknown person pays $75 a year for 
his board, clothes and schooling. The 


boy wears garments so coarse and hide- 
‘ous that they resemble prison clothes, 


but his features are those of the first 
Napoleon and the prince imperial com- 
bined. A few people in England and in 
France do not hesitate to say that this 
hulf-starved, half-clad young man is 
the son of the prince imperial by Miss 
Charlotte Watkins. After his birth the 
Empress Eugenie treated her son so bad- 
ly that he went to Africa where he was 
butchered by the Zulus. M. Rouber, a 


| confidential agent of the empress, then 


convinced Miss Watkins that her marri- 
age was not legal and induced her to 
marry a man named Moore, who was 
doubtless paid for the part he played ‘in 
the matter. 

The young Louis is now old enough to 
go out into the world and earn his own 
living. He is kept in ignorance of his 
supposed illustrious parentage, and his 
education has been confined to the com- 
monest branches, as the unknown per- 
sous who caused him to be 
locked up in his prison-school pro- 
pose t-to have him trained up 
in some mechanical calling. His 
detention, however, gives rise to the be- 
lief that his custodians have found out 
that he is the fifth Napoleon, and it is 
thought that they intend to hold him and 
secretely give him instruction that will 
fit him for the highest station, and then 
bring him to the front when the next 
Bonapartist movement is started. 

It is a very interesting story, but Eu- 
genie has recently declared that. there 
is not a word of truth in it. Her de- 
nial was, of course, to be expected. If 
she is a party to the conspiracy against 
her alleged grandson she will never ad- 
mit it. : 

Another startling theory is advanced 
in a recent book by Count d’Herisson 
who maintains that the prince imperial 
was either fouliv murdered in Africa 
or kept from returning to Europe for 
unknown réasons. Perhaps the truth 
will never be known. Many chapters of 
Napoleonic history remain veiled in 
mystery to this day.

We would suggest to the New York re- 
formers that the southern plan is the 
better one.

gallows. When a man conimits this 
unspeakable crime he forfeits his life. 
There is no room for him anywhere 
outside of the grave. It would be turn. 
ing a tragedy into a farce to take care 
of such a beast in prison for a few years 
and then give him his freedom. His 
reformation would not be believed in 
by anybody, and his presence in a com- 
munity would cause constant dread. 
The only way then to solve the 
problem is to kill the rapist, but kill 
him legally. Our courts can be trusted. 


It Might Have Been Expected. 

England is evidently determined to 
make the most of the alleged Chung 
King outrage. 

The immediate occupation of the is- 
land of Chusan is threatened, and it is 
believed in diplomatic circles that the 
British will seize a big slice of Chinese 
territory and hold it. 

England’s land-grabbing policy in the 
east is a matter of no concern to our 
government, but when she defies the 
Monroe doctrine and takes possession 
of Central American and Venezuelan 
territory it is time for us to protest, and 
tuke vigorous action if we cannot make 
this land robber listen to reason. 

If we expect to control the Nicaragua 
canal we must see to it that the islands 
commanding the entrance to that water- 
way do not come under the domination 
of the British flag. We are also in duty 
bound to aid the South American repub- 
lies when any European power at- 
tempts to seize their land and bring it 
under imperial rule. 

Our business interests, as well as the 
Monroe doctrine, require us to adopt this 
policy. If we yield a single point, Eng- 
land will never stop until she controls 
some of the most important positions of 
this hemisphere.

Waiting to See Myers. > 

As early as 8:30 o’clock in the morning the 
crowd began to gather for the trial. Many 
of the number stood outside the courthouse, 
shivering with cold, waiting to catch a 
glimpse of Myers as he was brought from 
jail. Others, however, sought the warmth 
of the two great stoves in the basement of 
the courthouse, while a number found seats 
in Judge Lumpkin’s court, where the Carr 
trial occurred. 

It was a few minutes after 9 o’clock before 
those watching for Myers were rewarded 
for thelr patience. Shortly after that hour 
the usual number of Monday morning pris- 
oners were brought from the jail in charge 
of the bailiffs and deputies. Back of this 
line of smaller offenders walked Will Myers 
aud Herschel McDonald. Myers and Me- 
ald were handcuffed together and were un- 
der the direct charge of Jailer Mardis and 
Deputy Sheriff Donehoo. As they walked 
along. brightened up a bit by the bracing 
air which was in wonderful contrast to the 
heavy atmosphere of the jail, Myers was 
more than ordinarily cheerful. He chatted 
with McDonald and was in splendid humor. 
McDonald, however, was not very talkative. 
He was more dejected than is customary 
with him and seemed unwilling to talk at 
length with Myers. 

Along with the other prisoners, Mv’ 
MeDonald were placed in the 6 
room to wait the outcome of whatever 
Judge Clark should decide on.

Thinks It Knows Its Business. 
Professor W. F. Dykes, who was indicted 
by the grand jury for whipping Willie

There has been more or less comment on 
the action of the grand jury in this mat- 
ter and some of the comments made have 
met with vigorous censure by some of the 
members of the jury.

of his illness that he could not recover and 
very little hope was entertained of his per- 
manent restoration. 

Mr. Richardson was born in Oglethorpe 
vounty, Georgia, on the 17th of June, 1827, 
and was in the sixty-eighth year of his 
age at the time of his death. His father 
came from Virginia and the family for 
several generations was identified with that 
state. He came to the years of manhood in 
Upson county and for several years was 
a prosperous merchant of Thomaston. In 
1858 Mr. Richardson moved to Atlanta and 
since that time had been a resident of this 
city. Embarking in the mercantile business, 
immediately after his arrival, he entered 
the firm of Rawson, Gilbert & Burr. The 
beginning of the war terminated his connec- 
tion with this house, and forming a partner- 
ship with Robert Faulkner, under the firm 
name of Richardson & Faulkner, he con- 
tracted on a very large scale to supply the 
southern army with canteens and camp 
kettles. After the war Mr. Richardson was 
one of the first men to begin the work of 
the city’s rehabilitation. The destructive 
torch of General Sherman left behind it 
only the charred remains of Atlanta’s for- 
mer prosperity, and the work of rebuilding 
started among the waste and ashes. For 
a number of years after the war Mr. Rich- 
ardson was a large dealer in stoves and 
house furnishing goods. During the past 
twelve years he was the general southern 
representative of Jones & Abbott, stove 
manufacturers, of Zanesville, O. 

In 1865, Mr. Richardson was elected to 
the city council and was a leading member 
of that body for several years. Just after 
the war the city was visited with a terrible 
epidemic of smallpox, over 1,000 cases be- 
ing reported. The entire population of the 
city was scarcely 10,000. Mr. Richardson was 
chairman of the relief committee and was 
untiring in his efforts to relieve the suffer- 
ing and to care for the afflicted. Those 
who were associated with him at the time 
bear testimony to his noble services in be- 
half of the city. 

No man in Atlanta was more active in 
church and Sunday school work than Mr. 
Richardson. He was one of the earliest 
members of Trinity church and did much 
to build it up. With Mr. Green B. Haygood, 
he helped to lay the foundations of what 
has since become one of the greatest 
churches in the south. 

He founded a Sunday school on Hunter 
street which grew into St. Paul’s mission 
and is now St. Paul's church. His chief de- 
light was to work among the poor in the 
cause of Christ. Twelve years ago he took 
charge of Trinity mission Sunday school 
and was the superintendent at the time of 
his death. This school was one of his ab- 
sorbing thoughts and the children who at- 
tended it loved him dearly. After he was 
stricken they held a special meeting to pray 
for his recovery and they will attend the 
funeral in a body. No man in Atlanta knew 
more poor children than Mr. Richardson, 
and no one loved them more Sincerely. 
Mr. Richardson was an active man and 
was never satisfied to be idle. He was 
perennially good-natured and never failed 
to infuse his spirit into those he met. 
He loved his fellowmen and always had a 
smile and a kind word for them. Only his 
nearest friends know the extent of his quiet, 
earnest and untiring work for humanity 
and for the cause of Christ, which was to 
him an inspiration and a joy. He leaves 
a widow and four children, Mr. F. H. 
Richardson, editor of The Atlanta Journal; 
Mrs. R. W. Rood, Mr. Edward Richardson, 
of the United States pension office, and 
Mr. William D. Richardson, of The Atlanta 


Commercial. Three of his children sleep in 
Oakland cemetery, and with them he will 
rest in the dreamless waiting for the resur- 
rection morn.

SHEPPERSON ON COTTON. 


He Thinks the Crop Will Not Be Larg- 
er Than in 1891. 

Charleston, S. C., November 12.—With a 
view to finding out just how much credit 
was to be given to the recently published 
statement of the present cotton crop of 
10,000,000 bales and to put before its readers 
a trustworthy and intelligent statement 
of the cotton situation at the present time, 
The News and Courier applied to Mr. Al- 
fred B. Shepperson, of New York, the 
well-known cotton statistician, and has 
received the following very lucid and 
satisfactory reply: 

“New York, November 8, 1894.—Cotton 
has declined again today, chiefly, I under- 
stand, upon a crup estimate just issued by 
Mr, Neill, of New Orleans, that the 
crop will be over ten millions of bales. 
The crop is undoubtedly a large one, but 
I confess that I am unable to see any 
basis for such a large estimate. The 
largest crop ever grown in this country 
was that which was planted in 1890. The 
yield of that crop was probably 9,200,000 
bales. The commercial crop of that season 
was 8,674,000 bales, and the difference be- 
tween this and the quantity which I have 
given as the probable yield was marketed 
in the following season. There is uo evi- 
dence whatever to prove that the acreage 
of the crop now being marketed was any 
larger than that of the crop of 1800-91, ror 
is there any evidence, to my. min d at 
least, that the weather conditions be ve 
been more favorable this year than iu 1890. 
ZI am at a loss, therefore, to understand 
to what cause or causes can be reason- 
ably attributed a yield so mueh in excess of 
the monster crop of 1890. The acreage in 


1890 was about 20,500,000 acres, and I do not 


think any one has claimed or will clan 
that it was any more this year. The de- 
partment of agriculture has been making 
since February Ist a careful investigation of 
the question of the cotton acreage and has 
employed a special agent for the purpose, 
who has traveled throughout the south and 
has investigated the matter, as I am in- 
formed, in the most thorough manner pos- 
sible. The acting secretary. of agriculture 
wrote me on October 25th that the result of 
the investigation was that the acreage in 
1893 was 19,525,000 acres. There has been but 
a small increase in acreage this year over 
1893, the department of agriculture calling

“There can be no question that unless 
the price advances very greatly by the 
time for planting the next crop that the 
acreage devoted to cotton will be reduced 
to an extent that it never has been cur- 
tailed before from one year to another. 80 
great a reduction in acreage would cause 
beyond doubt an advance as great and as 
rapid as the decline has been. When prep- 
arations were made for planting this crop 
middling cotton was worth 8 cents in New 
York, and should there be a great reduction 
of acreage this spring it will be very likely 
to go to 8 cents again soon after the next 
crop is planted, and the world recognizes 
the fact beyond dispute that the acreage 
has been, and consequently that the supply 
of cotton will be greatly reduced.

Should the bill before the legislature fail 
of passage there will be plenty of time to

The plan of Mrs. Nellie, Peters Black, as 
announced in her heart-touching app<al to

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COMMISSIONER HAS GALLED A MEETING | 


Who Will Be President of the Central! 


Railroad Is Being Asked~—Other 
News of the Rail. 


There will be an important railroad meet- 
ing in on November 15th, at which 
time d te plans for the establishment 
of car service associations in every south- 
ern state will be arranged. 

It was decided at a recent mecting of the 
executive board of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association that these as- 
sociations should be established throughout 
the territory of the southern states, but 
no fixed plan was arranged and the mat- 
ter was left in the commissioner's hands as 
to when a meeling of the committee in 
charge of the work should be called to- 
gether for the purpose of starting the 
execution of the general idea in view. 

Commissioner Stahiman has issued a call 
for the committce to meet in this city on 
November 15th for the purpose of getting 
down to business, and it is likely that the 
mecting will result in a speedy execution 
of the scheme set forth by the executive 
board of the association. , 

A car service association is an organiza- 
tion the object of which is to keep trace 
of lost cars. It is not kmown to the world 
how very many freight cars get lest from 
their proper owners in the general shuffling 
up of cars by this road and that throughout 
the buav freight season. When it is esti- 
mated how great this number runs up each 
senson and how much trouble arises in 
getting the car back to the hospitals“ of 
the road that owns it, and when it is con- 
sidered how great and considerable is the 
value of each car it can be seen that every 
road in the south das thousands of dollars 
interested in this plan to get back cars 
that get astray in the raifroad world. 

In this way the wisdom of the railroad 
presidents in deciding to establish regular- 
ly organized associations for the purpose 
of keeping on the track of these loose 
cars is easily observed. 

Thousands of dollars can be saved by the 
car service associations every year. They 
will be of incalculable advantage to the 
railroads of this section of the country in 
that they will bring back into the rightful 
cOstody of its owner many a wild freight 
car that is roaming over the country. 

The old system in the south has been for 
each of the roads to have its own system of 
car tracing. They all have their t- 
ments of car service now and will, no Woubt, 
continue to have them in the future, 
though on a smaller scale than heretofore. 

The work of car accountant of a trunk line 
as it is now carried on is very difficult and 
in many cases unsatisfactory. The system 
is a good one in theory, but some of the 
roads are always getting the numbers on 
the cars mixed in their reports from day 
to day and thus the car gets out of record, 
and at once becomes a “stray’’ car. The 
amount of work and expense it takes to 
get the car back into the possession of its 
owner is something truly wonderful. Car 
tracers are sent after it and not infre- 
quently they have to go from Washington 
to the remotest corner of the state of Texas 
in search of the truant car, which, having 
once got off the records, is hard to find. 

In view of the long continued worry and 
trouble on this score the presidents of all 
the leading railroads of the south have 
decidéd that there shall be a car service 
association established in every southern 
state. These will be sustained by, the.as- 
sociated roads of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association. 

They will be presided over by a capable 
and competent car accountant, a man who 
knows the business from first to last. It is 
not definitely known, but it is thought that 
the association for the state of Georgia will 
be located in Atlanta. This is the most 
central point of the roads of this section 
and it is more than probable that the as- 


sociation for the state will be established.

By having a car service association in 
each of the southern states it will be an 
easy task for the railroads to keep track 
of their cars. The associations will be 
worked in a sort of circuit, each one mak- 


ing report to the others, in all probability? 


at regular intervals.

aptain. Baskerville and Mr. William 
Green Raoul, Jr., were in consultation last 
night trying to agree on terms for bringing 
the two teams together, but could not do so. 

Mr. Raoul has control of the football 
grounds of Atlanta for this week and de- 
cided that he could not guarantee the 
amount of expenses demanded by the two 
teams. 

Captain Baskerville demanded a _ $600 
guarantee for the expenses of his and the 
Vanderbilt team and made that as an 
ultimatum proposition to Mr. Raoul, and 
upon consideration the latter gentleman 
decided that he could not guarantee that 
sum of money, having to take the chances 
of bad weather and other things. 

Captain Baskerville had intended to re- 
turn to North Carolina Sunday night, but 
was unexpectedly detained.

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Nearly a Hundred Witnesses to Be Exam- 
ined—Five Defendants Arraigted 
Yesterday. i jis 


Five rough, untutored mountaineers, hail- 
ing from the 
were placed on trial before Judge Newman, 
in the federal court, yesterday morning, 
charged with assauiting W. A. Roper, in 
one of the most thrilling and sensational 
affairs ever recorded in Georgia’s criminal 
history. if 

The mountaineers are ably defended by 
Colonel T. R. Jones, of Dalton, Ga., and 
Colonel W. C. Glenn, of Atlanta. They 
have the benefit of the best legal counsel 
in north Georgia, and no stone will be left 
unturned by their attorneys to secure an 
acquittal from the jury. 

Only one juror was accepted yesterday 
morning. 

His name is J. H. Floyd, of Redan, Ga., 
a small town in DeKalb county. The re- 
maining jurors will be selected from the 
number of talesmen directed to appear 
this morning. 

It will be an interesting trial, not only 
on acccunt of the legal battle that will 
be fought between the opposing sides, but 
especially because of the fact that it brings 
into court a story of rare sensational in- 
terest and one that is clothed in the mid- 
night mystery of the whitecap era in this 
section. 

The government’s side will be skilfully 
managed by Colonel J, S. James, rein- 
forced by Colonel T. W. Rucker, who fig- 
ured in the prosecution of A. W. Ballew, 
who was charged with committing a fraud 
against the United States government and 
tried before Judge Newman severai days 
ago. 

The witnesses summoned to testify in the 
case include farmers, merchants, physi- 
cians, day laborers, mechanics, school 
teachers, field hands, rev officers and 
divers other parties, and their attendance 
at court will come very near depopulating 
Murray county. Fifty witnesses for the 
prosecution are pitted against a similar ar- 
ray for the defense, and the testimony wili 
prove 2 long continued story. 

The defendants are W. R. Morrison, A. 
P. Duncan, J. W. Redd, J. T. Morrison 
and J. M. Morrison. 

Indicted for Conspiracy. 

The details of the crime, alleged to have 
been committed by the five defendants, in 
conjunction with other parties unknown in 
the transaction, are given in the bill of in- 
dictment as it comes from the grand jury 
room. 

On the lth day of last June, it is 
charged in the bill, W. R. Morrison, J. W. 
Redd, J. T. Morrison, A. P. Duncan and 
J. M. Morrison conspired to prevent the col- 
lection of a tax that was legally due the 
government. They became possessed of 
the information that W. A. Roper, a citizen 
of the county, was about to report an il- 
licit distillery and to appear as a witness 
in the trial of the case before Judge New- 
man. This distillery wac run by Sam 
Green, a moonshiner. It is charged in 
the bill of indictment that he operated his 
still without a license and was, therefore, 
amenable to the law. In order to inter- 
cept the designs of Roper and to prevent 
him from appearing against the moon- 
shiner, they banded themselves together, 
so it is charged, and providing disguises. 
such as masks, robes and other parapher- 
nalia, they proceeded, under the cover of 
darkness, to seize and lay hold upon Roper, 
having first ascertained his lodgings for 
the night. He was stopping at the resi- 
dence of a man by the name of Henry 
Brown, and was sleeping peacefully at the 
timo his unpleasant interruption. 
Having reached Brown’s house they en- 
deavored to force a quiet entrance. This, 
however, Was impossible, and to enter the 
dwelling they found it necessary to batter 
down the front door. Entering th> house 
they drew the object of their search from 
the bed in which he was soundly sleeping 
and dragged him into the adjacent woods. 

In a Deep Well. 
The sequel of this midnight assault is a 


‘familiar story. Five days afterwards Ro- 


per’s body, bruised and bleeding, was dis- 
covered at the bottom of an old dry well 
fifty or sixty feet below the surface of the 
earth. On a close examination it was dis- 
covered that a bullet had entered his head 
and that injuries had been sustained from 
which it was well night futile to expect a 
recovery. He was brought to Atlanta and 
placed under the best medical treatment 
in the city. By careful nursing he was re- 
stored at the end of a few weeks sufficiently 
to return to his home in Murray county. 
Since that time he has found living a 
very uncertain problem and his movements 
have been directed from post to pillar in 


order to escape the vigilance of the white- 


cappers and to shelter himself in a place 
secure from molestation. 

The five defendants now on trial before 
Judge Newman were arrested on circum- 
stantial evidence connecting them with the 
transaction. They boldly protest their inno- 
cence, however, and claim that so far from 
being guilty of the assault upon Roper 
they were wholly ignorant of the fact that 
such acrime had been committed. 

The guilt or innocence of the prisoners 
on trial, however, scarcely affects’ the 
atrocious character of the crime com- 
mitted. Such a bloody and brutal assault 
upon the person of a citizen is without a 
precedent in the northern district of Geor- 
gia. The circumstances of the assault, the 
disguise of the conspirators, the midnight 
invasion, the dragging of Roper from his 
bed, the frightful mutilation of his person 
and the solitude cf his agonizing despair 
at the bottom of a dry well supply the 
skeleton of one of the most thrilling, des- 
perate and brutally planned assaults ever 
enacted on the stage of human tragedy. 

The attorneys for the defense will make 
a brilliant fight and will contend before the 
court and the jury that the prisoners at the 
bar had nothing to do with the assault on 
Roper and were not in any wise connected 
with it. 

Before Judge Newman. 
The case was called before Judge Newman 
in the United States district court, as has 
been stated, yesterday morning at . 10 


o’ clock. 

A fresh indictment from the grand jury, 
incorporating the several charges against 
the defendants, furnished the basis of 
the allegations, to establish the truth of 
which the attorneys for the prosecution are 
pledged. Six indictments prior to this one 
have also been preferred by the grand 


ury. 
l W. C. Glenn, in behalf of the 
defense, moved for a postponement of the 
trial, pending the illness of one of the 
female witnesses, Luara Wright, the wife 
of the ex-deputy marshal. The materiality 
of her evidence was shown by an affidavit 
to the effect that she was ready to swear 
that two of the defendants were sixteen 
miles from the place in which the assault 
was alleged to have been committed. The 
prosecution strongly objected to the mo- 
tion and the court ordered the trial to pro- 


At this juncture the five defendants were 
brought into the courtroom. After a short 
recess the attorneys for the government 
announced their intention to try the de- 
fendants jointly. The defense asked for a 
trial separately, but this request was over- 
ruled. Colonel Glenn, in behalf of the de-

Soclation of the United States report: 


Mr ‘Wood Withdraws the Charge 
Against Mr. Bsts, 
AND IF THE COURTS ARE SATISFIED 


There Will Be No More of the Case—Mr. 
Wood Writes a Card for the 
Public. 


The case against Louis Estes, who was 
charged by Reaves Wood with obstructing 
the United States mail, has been withdrawn 
so far as the prosecution of Wood can effect 


it. 

But the United States courts may have a 
turn at it. 

It will be remembered that Es- 
tes was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Nash Broyles last Wednes- 
day and was bound over under a $00 bond 
on the charge. A full account of the case 
was published in The Constitution. Wood 
charged that Estes went to The Constitu- 
tion business office and got a letter of his 
containing a check for $35 and that Estes 
refused to deliver it to him. 

Estes stated that his object in holding 
the letter was to require Wood to pay him 
a sum of money owed him on notes given 
by Wood, which were overdue. 

Wood admitted that he had given Kstes 
authority to get a certain letter, but denied 
that he authorized Estes to continue get- 
ting his mail. Wood had already received 
the letter he authorized Estes to get and 
admitted on the trial that he only gave the 
order for the purpose of deceiving Estes. 
Estes made the defense that the order given 
him by Wood authorized him to get Wood's 
mail continuously and Estes proved by the 
mal) clerk in The Constitution office that 
the order so read. 

It seems that the trouble between Estes 
and Wood arose over the purchase of a 
diamond ring by Wood from Estes. Wood’s 
testimony in the trial was to the effect that 
the ring was inferior and not worth one- 
third the amount he had paid for it. He 
owed Estes a balance of $30 on the ring 
and had refused to pay it on the ground 
that the quality of the ring had been mis- 
represented to him by Estes. 

Commissioner Broyles decided that as the 
evidence conflicted, he would be compelled 
to bind Estes over for investigation by the 
| Wo jury and did so. 

Wood now comes forward with a letter 
2928 the entire charge agalnst Es- 
tes in every particular and thoroughly ex- 
onerating the latter in the matter. 

Wood gave as his reason for 
withdrawing the charges that he 
had been requested to do so by several 
prominent citizens and that he had no de- 
sire to injure Estes with the public. He 
stated that the friends of Estes had ag sreed 
to pay the costs of his attorney and other 
expenses. Wood's action created considera- 
ble talk around town, as he had announced 
during the trial that he would push the 
case against Estes to the last resort. 

Estes was in exceedingly good spirits over 
his entire Vindication and stated that he 
had never had any doubts as to the final 
outcome of the matter. He had no desire 
to taik about the case further than to say 
that he was not surprised at Wood's with- 
drawal of the charges, as they were not 


founded on the facts of the case. 


The matter has not yet been considered 
by the grand jury, so far as is known, and 
it remains to be seen what action that 
body will take in the light of the prosecu- 
tion being withdrawn. 

The letter written by Wood is: 

Atlanta, Ga., November 12, 18.—Mr. 
Louis! Estes, City—Dear Sir: After mature 
consideration and reflection, I desire to say 
that I am convinced that you had a perfect 
right to get my mail, and especiaily the 
letter in question and hold the same under 
the order I gave you, both written and ver- 
bal; that you intended and did no wrong 
in so doing. I take pleasure in fully exon- 
erating you from any blame in the! matter. 
I also admit that the statement from me 
in The Constitution given by me to the 
effect that you misrepresented a ring to ine. 
that I purchased from you, was an injustice 
done you by me alone, inasmuch as I had 
emple opportunity to have the ring exam- 
ined before I purchased it. Yours truly,
